A SEKDLKSS BaUHEKRY ForXI) AT Sli ERUOKN', MaSSACHU.SETT.S.— 

At tlie request of the editor, it gives me j)leasure to send Riiodora 
some not(“s upon a seedle.ss Barberry, which I recently s<mt to the 
(Irav Herbarium, wliere it was identified as lirrhrrifi vulqarU', var. 
(ifipernui. d'he shrub has been known here for about forty ycairs, but 
its characteristic feature was not found out until four or five years ago, 
when it was discovered l)y ehanet*. The shrub stands in partial shade 
on sloping ground in a dry, rocky field, which was lornua’Iy a.n open 
pasture but is now rapidly growing up to pitch pines, junipers, blue¬ 
berries, etc. Behind it is a thick stand of .st'cond growth woods, the 
original trees having been cut about thirty-five years ago. There are 
other barberrit'S in the field, but all are typical li. viilf/aris. So far as 
known the laud has never be<Mi cultivated, and the plant apj)ears to 
be thoroughly wild. It was brought to my notice in the autumn of 
1911 by the discoverer of its seedless character, who not being a 
botanist did not appreciate the scientific interest of the di.seovery. 
The plant bore little fruit then, though it was large and apparently 
thrifty, and I was able to collect only a poor specimen, which was 
deposited in the lu'rbarium of tlu' Boston Society of Xatural History, 
No. 713 of the Flora of Sherborn, Massachusetts. This year, how¬ 
ever, I have been al)le to get good flowering and fruiting material, 
specimens of which I have j)laeed in the (Iray Herl)arium and with 

the Boston Soeietv of Xbitural Historv, Nos. 713a and 7I3b.—
